The ordinance, containing more 
than 26 pages and 130 sections,

FINAL OBJECTIONS 
Final objections 
were voiced 
by R. N. Buckw alter, ow ner of 
cigaret vending machines 
and 
George Oliver, restaurant 
man. 
The latte r’s objections w ere a ­ 
gainst the graduated scale based 
on employes. He said it should 
be based on capacity to serve in ­ 
stead. 
M ayor E. E. Therieau said that 
the new license m easure would 
be given a trial for a year 
at 
least to determ ine the

of revenue raised. A djustm ents 
m ay be made next year, he said.

Two other m easures were pass­ 
ed by city council W ednesday 
night. One am ended the plum b­

O nly 12 w ere in 
the early stages and 37 w ere so 
far advanced they failed to re ­ 
cover. T hat should prove 
the 
value of chest X -rays to nip the 
plague in its early stages. 
To 
com pletely eradicate tuberculosis 
w e need the cooperation of all.

STORY IS TOLD 
Later, 
w hen 
Pete 
w asn’t 
around to hear the recital, two 
of his squadm ates told one of 
the things the big fellow did on 
Iwo—one of the same things he 
said "w asn’t w orth m entioning.” 
W hen he landed on D-day, his 
unit, the 28th Regim ent of the 
Fifth M arine Division, attacked 
Mount Suribachi, the tow ering 
Jap stronghold upon w hich the 
outfit planted the A m erican flag. 
They then trekked northw ard to 
engage in b itter gorge-to-gorge 
fighting am id Iw o’s dozens of 
sheer-faced, 
cave-infested 
ra­ 
vines.

Museum closes its doors for the 
season of 1944-1945, Sunday, May 
6. The last program will be giv­ 
en the evening of Saturday, May 
5. For th at evening, Prof. Cock­ 
erell will talk 
about "Taking 
Care of the D esert,” and Mr. W in­ 
field H. L ine has consented to 
talk about “Fire Fighting” 
and 
will show 
his motion picture, 
“Fire F ighter’s Lodge”. 
At the close of another M us­ 
eum season w e beg to subm it a 
summary of the season's activi­ 
ties. Prof. and Mrs. T. D. A. Cock­ 
erell are in charge of the M us­ 
eum and have had as Museum 
assistant, Mrs. Inez R. Hale. The 
Museum w as prepared for open­ 
ing on O ctober 14 by tw o weeks 
of intensive work, beginning Oc­ 
tober 1st. 
VILLAGERS AID 
Many V illage 
residents 
and 
friends have been very generous 
of their tim e and talent in the 
interests of the Museum. Special 
mention w e m ake of a few but 
there are m any more who are on 
our roll of honor and to whom 
we are extrem ely grateful. W in­ 
field H. Line has given or p arti­ 
cipated in sixteen evening pro­ 
grams, and has led six field trips 
for the M useum. We are indebt­ 
ed, also to Dr. Grace Song Line 
for participation in three evening 
programs.

mens of desert flowers. At Easter 
tim e we had, w ith her aid, over 
onq hundred species on exhibit.

outside; and in two field trips; 
besides giving invaluable aid in 
identifying m inerals in the M us­ 
eum ’s previously unlabeled col­ 
lections.

The D esert 
Inn has helped the Museum in 
many ways. Especially we w ish 
to recognize their generosity in 
giving us th e use of the Fiesta 
House w hen our program s a t­ 
tracted crow ds too large for the 
Museum to 
accommodate. 
We 
also w ant to thank the school 
authorities for tendering the use 
of the Frances Stevens

The D esert Sun and 
the Limelig)it-News have co-op­ 
erated with us in giving publicity 
to the M useum activities. 
And

The baseball season is in full 
swing. I will take two familiar 
cries of the ball park and apply 
them to the conference in San 
Francisco. What do you hear 
first? No, I didn’t mean "Tickets 
please!" I meant, "You can t un­ 
derstand the game without a 
score card; get your score card 
here.” 
I will make you a score card 
for San Francisco. It will be the 
list of eight items which are the 
document known as the “Atlan­ 
tic Charter". Oh yes, it turned 
out later that there never was 
such a document; only the press 
releases of the newsmen who 
accompanied the party. That is 
technical; unimportant for the 
moment. It did exist in the hearts 
and minds of the people of the 
little nations, and some of the 
big. It was presented to the 
House of Representatives as 
House Document No. 358, of the 
77th Congress, 1st Session, Aug­ 
ust 21st, 1941. 
These are the statements of the 
representatives of the two most 
democratic nations in the world, 
of the two strongest nations. 
These are the promises upon 
which the peoples of the world 
pinned their hopes. Take 
this 
score card to the San Francisco 
game; mark the results. The eight 
items, slightly abbreviated, are: 
1) No aggrandizement; terri­ 
torial or otherwise. 
2) No territorial changes that 
do not accord with the freely 
expressed wishes of the peoples 
concerned. 
3) The right of all people to 
choose the form of government 
thev want: self-government re­ 
stored to those deprived of it. 
4; To try to get for all nations, 
big or little, access to the trade 
and the materials necessary for 


their economic prosperity. 
5) "The fullest collaboration be­ 
tween all nations in the econom­ 
ic field with the object of secur­ 
ing, for all, improved labor stand­ 
ards, economic advancement, and 
social security.” 
6) A peace which will afford 
all nations the means of living 
in safety within their own boun­ 
daries; freedom from fear and 
want. 
7) A peace under which all 
people can travel the seas freely. 
8) All nations must abandon 
the use of force; "The establish­ 
ment of a wider and permanent 
system of general security;” the 
disarmament of nations which 
threaten the peace; the encour­ 
agement of measures to lighten 
the burden of armaments. 
This is your score card. What 
is the last thing you hear com­ 
ing home from the ball park? 
"Get your winning colors!” I 
want the winning colors of San 
Francisco to be red, white and 
blue, because I have no illusions 
about that conference. The hope 
for success lies in the unchalleng­ 
ed sincerity and unselfishness of 
the United States; in the influ­ 
ence of this nation. Our strength 
today, materially and spiritually 
is not realized by our own peo­ 
ple. Our first test is San Fran­ 
cisco. I haven’t forgotten that I 
was going to polish the crystal 
ball and write about the new 
president, but the Conference 
opens today. The crystal ball will 
have to wait a week.

The amount due 
on each bond is $63.50, which 
includes $50 principal and $13.50 
interest. Postmaster R. M. Gor­ 
ham said today. 
Of the $1,847,488,400 originally 
issued, there are still bonds total­ 
ing $216,909,750 outstanding and 
to avoid congestion it is suggest­ 
ed that these bonds be sent in 
between May 15 and June 15, so 
that they may be paid immed­ 
iately upon maturity. They may 
be sent directly to the Treasury 
Department at Washington, D. C., 
or to any Federal Reserve Bank, 
or taken to any postoffice where 
they will be transmitted without 
charge for redemption. 
It is believed that many own­ 
ers of these bonds will transfer 
their investment to new bonds 
and continue to receive interest 
while at the same time boosting 
the seventh War Loan drive.

Dr, Martel! 
Has Full Charge 


Of Hospital 
By unanimous vote, Monday, 
the board of supervisors adopted 
a change in the county hospital 
regulations which in effect places 
Dr. Bessie Martell, medical su­ 
perintendent of the institution, 
in over-all charge of the hospital. 
In recent years there has been 
a medical superintendent and a 
business manager with authority 
divided between them. 
The rule, in accordance with 
the change voted Monday, now 
reads as follows: 
(a) There is hereby delegated 
to the medical superintendent of 
the county hospital, subject to 
any and all rules for the govern­ 
ment and the management there­ 
of ‘ heretofore or hereafter adopt­ 
ed by the board of supervisors, 
the duty and responsibility of the 
general supervision and control 
of said institution, including the 
supervision of all personnel at­ 
tached thereto. 
(b) The medical superinten­ 
dent shall be appointed by the 
board of supervisors and hold 
said employment at the pleasure 
of said board. W hen a vacancy 
exists in the position classified 
as business manager, the same 
shall be filled by the board of 
supervisors after consultation 
with the medical superintendent. 
(This rule supersedes the rule 
of the same number adopted by 
the board of supervisors on Feb­ 
ruary 15, 1943.)

Labor 
Outlook 
Is Serious 
To try to find a solution to the 
critical labor situation which will 
face the county during harvest 
time, the county Farm Produc­ 
tion committee and the extension 
service farm placement division 
have called a meeting for 7:30 
Friday evening for all present 
and prospective employers of 
Mexican national farm workers. 
The session is to be held in the 
farm labor office at 3622 Ninth 
street, Riverside. The nationals 
have been used for apricots here 
the past few years. 
Harry C. Harper, secretary of 
the Riverside County Growers 
association and coordinator for 
the Farm Production committee, 
learned in a telephone conversa­ 
tion Monday with Warren R. 
Schoonover, head of the farm 
labor placement division, that un­ 
less something unforeseen hap­ 
pens, this county can expect no 
Mexican national deliveries in 
May or June. Prospects for July- 
are no brighter, Mr. Schoonover 
said. Nearly 1000 Mexicans have 
been ordered for delivery to the 
county in June. 
GERMANS NOT AVAILABLE 
Riverside county farmers can 
expect no assistance from Ger­ 
man prisoners in harvesting their 
crops, Mr. Schoonover said, since 
he can not fill the orders already 
placed for the Germans. 
Possibility that imported labor­ 
ers from Jamaica may be avail­ 
able in June offers the only 
bright spot on the otherwise 


gloomy picture at the present 
time, the state farm labor chief- 
tan said. 
. . 
The present crisis was precipi­ 
tated recently when the Office of 
Labor, War Food Administration 
in Washington, cut off further 
shipments of men into California 
after charging against the 1945 
allotment of 33,000 men to Cali­ 
fornia, a total of nearly 6000 
AWOL Mexicans, many of whom 
have returned to Mexico. Some 
of the missing Mexicans still 
held against the California quota 
took “French leave” as long as 
three years ago. 
Schoonover revealed that he is 
endeavoring to persuade the gov­ 
ernment officials in Washington 
that it is unwise to ship Jamai­ 
cans across the country to Cali­ 
fornia and send Mexicans into 
mid-western and eastern states 
from Mexico. In California the 


employers also have Mexican 
foremen available which is not 
the case in the east, Schoonover 
has reminded the government 
officials, but his pleas to date 
have borne no fruit. 
Crops whose harvests are de­ 
pendent upon the Mexicans in 
Riverside county to a major de­ 
gree are potatoes, sugar beet 
seed, apricots and several truck 
crops of the Coachella valley. 
Summer citrus also will feel the 
pinch of the labor shortage, but 
in a lessened degree as the bulk 
of the Mexicans brought into 
California during the spring 
months have been turned over 
to the citrus emergency harvest. 
This policy was protested by 
the Riverside County Growers 
association at a meeting in Berk­ 
eley two months ago as the pre­ 
dicament of the Riverside county 
crops was foreseen at that time.

the attention of alm ost everyone 
the undeniable and urgent need 
for some type of w ater facilities 
on these lands for fire-fighting 
purposes. 
This problem is one of long 
standing and certainly not one 
which has failed to be recogniz­ 
ed by C ity officials for a good 
m any years. O nly a few m onths 
ago a study w as made of the 
situation in an attem pt to find 
a solution to th e problem of 
providing sources of w ater sup­ 
ply for our fire fighting equip­ 
m ent w hen operating on Indian 
Lands. 
FACTS SET FORTH 
As our city governm ent has 
recently become the subject of 
some unjustifiable criticism be­ 
cause of a lack of such facilities 
on Indian Lands, I believe this 
an opportune tim e 
to acquaint 
those people residing on Indian 
Lands with* some of the facts: 
In the first place, the Palm 
Springs W ater Company 
is 
a 
public utility, not owned or op­ 
erated by the 
C ity 
of 
Palm 
Springs. This u tility is operating 
and can only operate in con- 
form itv w ith the rules and regu­ 
lations’ of 
the 
State 
Railroad 
Commission. It 
cannot 
install 
w ater m ains n o r can the City 
of 
Palm 
Springs 
install 
fire 
plugs on any property w hich has 
not been dedicated to public use 
or upon which certain areas or 
strips of land 
have 
not 
been 
dedicated as easem ents for pub­ 
lic utility installations. 
This 
of 
course m eans th at if water mains 
or fire plugs are 
installed 
on 
private 
property 
or 
Indian 
Lands—w here 
easem ents 
or 
public w ays have not been pro­ 
vided—parties o th er 
than 
the 
Palm Springs W ater Company or 
the City of P alm Springs must 
in some m anner bear the cost 
of such installation. 
MUST BE OFFERED 
Some ow ners 
m ight 
wonder 
w hy the City has not obtained 
such rights-óf-w ay in the past 
on Indian Lands. The City is al­ 
ways considerate of 
offers 
to 
dedicate lands for public use but 
the offer to dedicate must come 
from the ow ners of the property: 
and this is true: no m atter who 
owns th e property 
The C ity cannot legally install 
fire plugs on any land unless 
those areas upon which the fire 
plugs are to be installed have 
first been set aside for public 
use and have been accepted by 
4he City. 
SHOULD HAVE RIGHTS 
It appears to m e «that, in the 
absence of proper fire fighting 
installations, th ere would bo a 
most determ ined effort on the 
part of 
residents 
on 
Indian 
Lands to attem pt to conform to 
safetv regulations as incorporat­ 
ed iii C ity O rdinances and State 
Laws—w hich are so designed as 
to prescribe only minim um re­ 
quirem ents, 
looking 
to 
the 
health and safety of its citizens. 
The solution does not seem to 
be available through a policy 
of steadfastly m aintaining that 
the City and S tate have no ju ris­ 
diction on Indian Lands, w hile 
at the sam e tim e one might w it­ 
ness the destruction of his own 
home.

A good deal of time has been 
spent in an effort to find some 
m eans of w ater supply on In­ 
dian Lands but in alm ost every 
case the problems involved as­ 
sum e stone w all proportions. 
By far the best solution which 
has been offered up to the pres­ 
ent time is one which could be 
accomplished 
im m ediately 
and 
at negligible cost. At the pres­ 
ent 
time there 
exist 
several 
large w ater mains on Section 14 
w hich run N orth 
and 
South 
from Ramon Road and parallel 
to Indian A venue and w hich are 
owned and controlled by private 
parties. A num ber 
of ' covered 
cisterns or sum o holes could be 
constructed at strategic, survey­ 
ed points along these m ains w ith 
valves to perm it the filling of 
these cisterns and to supply an 
alm ost continuous flow of w ater. 
In answering a fire call on Sec­ 
tion 14. the fire engine would 
only have to be driven up to one 
of these cisterns, a suction hose 
dropped into it and th e pumps 
started as in the case w hen con­ 
nected to a fire plug. 
WILLING TO AID 
Obviously 
and 
for 
reasons 
herinabove’ 
stated, 
this 
w ork 
would have to be done and paid 
for by persons other than the 
City of Palm Springs, who are 
interested and legally 
able 
to 
provide some supply of w ater 
for the protection of persons and 
property on Indian Lands. 
O ur City governm ent and its 
officials would only be too hap­ 
py and w illing to offer all pos­ 
sible assistance in 
helping 
to 
w ork out the details of this sug­ 
gestion and to explore its possi­ 
bilities to the end th at greatly 
increased safety facilities m ight 
be provided at least to the resi­ 
dents of Section 14. It is quite 
possible that a sim ilar solution 
m ight be found on other Indian 
L ands located w ithin 
th e 
City 
limits.
